The Nanaimo Free Press (always! 
alive to tlic i'lteivsts of ita district) has 
Siven currency to a very serious rumor 
bearin" upon the future of the coal 
trade of this country. Our contempo- 
rary states that the recent sharp rise in 
coal freights will shut out from the San 
Francisco market British Columbia 
coal; that with "high freights and 7f> 
cents per ton duty oar coal cannot suc- 
cessfully compete witli the cheap coals 
produced at Coos Bay and .Mount 
Diablo, for thow mines being within 
the confines of the United Slates have 
no duty to pay. Besides, the 75 per 
cents per ton percentage in duly, tho 
American mine owners have a con- 
siderable percentage in their favor 
in tho expenses of their slapping, and 
as a natural sequence freights are much 
lower than to this port. An American 
vessel can leavo San Francisco, load 
coal at Coos Bay or Puget Sound, and 
return to San Francisco without paying 
a cent of pilotage. Let the same vessel, 
however, come to British Columbia for 
coat and she ha* to pay half pilotage in 
and out of San Francisco, hi addition to 
the half pilotage in and out of N anaimo. 
It will thus be seen that this Province 
is placed at a great disad vantage in the 
matter of pilotage, and in addition there 
are harbour dues (for which the vessels 
reap no return as the harbormaster 
nevor renders them any assistance), 
hospital dues, etc., which swell the bill 
and increase the rate- of freight. In 
this matter the Dominion government 
might easily come to the rescue by pay- 
ing tho pilots a stated salary and let 
the vessels come in free of pilotage, and 
a considerable modification might bo 
made in tho petty expenses of vessels 
visiting this port. As a result of these 
high freights the Wellington colliery is 
temporarily shut down, withdrawing a 
largeamountof moiic-v from circulation." 
The facts not forth by our contem- 
porary caunot be too forcibly urged 
upon the Ottawa authorities with a 
view to securing relief. If the coal 
trade staggers and falls in consequence 
of excessive pilotage and other charges, 
the chargos must be removed; and we 
do not believe that half-pilotage can be 
legally collected at San Francisco of 
vessels bound to one port, whilst ves- 
sels bound to another port aro exempt- 
ed from those charges. There may bo 
something wrong in the exaction which, 
probably, a reference to tho treaty be- 
tween (ireat Britain and the United 
States would set right. The commerce 
of this country should be, as nearly as 
may be, unfettered, and our delegation 
to Ottawa and the Board of Trade 
should not cease their efforts until overy 
impost that bears heavily upon the in- 
terests of the placo shall have been 
swept away. 

THE MEDALS. 

Wednesday's proceedings at the 
Public School confirm the statement 
made in this journal near!/ four weeks 
ago that the successful medalists were 
Master Charles Hayward (silver) 
and Miss Nellie Wolfenden (bronze). 
This statement was rudely contradicted 
by the organ at the time; but in tho 
result it has been shown that we were 
correct, as usual. That a plot existed 
to deprive Master Hayward of his 
well-earned honors, there is scarcely 
room to doubt, but tho plot was de- 
feated by the watchful persistency with 
which his friends protected his interests, 
and justice — although tardy — was at 
last accorded him. We congratulate 
the successful candidates, who havo at- 
tained to great distinction against dis- 
adventitous circumstances and in spite 
of the vindictiveness of those who 
should have heen entirely impartial. 

DULCIGNO. 

By a clause in the Berlin treaty the. 
Albanian town of Dulciguo (pronounc- 
ed Dool-cheen-yo) was to be ceded to 
Greece. Tho porte has persistently 
evaded the cession, upon one pretext or 
another, until now, when the combined 
" fleets of the powers represented at the 
Berlin Congress are moving to enforce 
the transfer. Tho Albanians and 
Montenegrins are hostile to the cossion; 
but what can they do- -what could any 
one power do — to prevent it with all 
Europe combined to enforce the de- 
mand? The porte must yield, the 
Albanians and Montenegrins will lie 
speedily whipped into acquiescence and 
the inap of Europe will be again altered. 

THE C III SISKIN FRANCE. 

The DeFbeycinet ministry has fallen, 
and Jules Ferry has been called 
on to form a Cabinet and has succeeded. 
The crisis came from intornal dissensions 
which, it is charged, Oambotta was instru- 
mental infpmonting. Fourof DeFreycinet's 
ministers having resigned the premier 
sent in his own resignation which w;is 
accepted by the president. The German 
papers accept the change as a hostile 
symptom and regard Oambotta's growing 
influence with groat disfavor.

The sapient correspondent, who si™us 
himself "North-West," anil writes to an 
obscure print published in this city to 
correct our opinion as to the name of the 
marine monster recently caught off Cedar 
Hill probably knows more about a coyote, 
or a dried salmon than lie does about either 
tlieHomngKingortheWolf Fiah. A hasty 
inspection of the specimen caught would 
lead to the conclusion that it is the Her- 
ring King, for in some respects it closely 
resembles that fish; but a more careful 
examination distinctly points to tho fact 
that it is neither- the Chinuvra monatrosa 
nor the Anurrhkas Lupus. The fish, 
however, is closely allied to tho latter 
genus. "One of the numerous standard 
works on natural history" that "North- 
West" so wisely refers to must indeed be 
a very old one, adopting as it evidently 
does the classification of Cuvier, now en- 
tirely exploded. The Anarrhktts belongs 
to the lihnniuhe, and may thus bo classi- 
fied according to Huxley: Order 3 of tho 
fishes, Teleostic; sub-order, Acanthophri; 
family, Aeanthopteri veri; Hub 'family, 
BlenniuUc, genus Anarrhicas; species, un- 
certain. The reasons for this conclusion 
are as follows:- ventral fins wanting; 
dental formula, four upper and four lower 
teeth, acute shaped, with inner series of 
blunt molars; abdominal cavity, short; 
anal tin nf great length; color, olive 
brown ; stripes which are found in the Lupus 
species are wanting in this specimen; 
shape, long and tail tapering to a point, 
whereas I he common Wolf Fish ends 
abruptly. The large quantity of mucous 
matter always found on the skin of the 
lupus species is almost absent in this 
specimen. Before "North- West" at- 
tempts to write again in a supercilious 
style of correction he should sell the old 
zoology works he seems to depend on
